And whereas thou ſat i Epiſtle, 
that thy writing is ſhort and indigeſted , in that thou b ſaid truly; 
for bow can they that frar Grd di e it , ſering it ij ſo contrary un. 
Chrift and the Ape tles Doltrine A fo bath thou and it are become 
en ill to God and them that love brm but thou had be rewarded 
according to thy work But God bath made thre man fot, who bath ſo 
long been hiding thy 4 mder ſo many falſe coverings , hut now art diſ- 
cov. red, that thou ſhould no more deceive the Nation,

whoſrever breakyth the lea Commandmen and teacheth 
men ſo he ſhall be leaſt, (or not at all) in the Kingdom of 
Gad. 

But we do find ſome men eſpecially Jobs Tombs breaking the 
commands of Chriſt , and teaching men fo, cherefore be is 
guilty of that judgement : but to the firſt propolion which is

By the ſame argument , may itas well be proved 
that che Chriſtiant and believers in Chriſt; may be circamciſed, 
offer innocence, burn offeringsand ſacrifices,” becauſe for the 
uſe of it God gave ſome dire&ions, and therefore it is lawfull, 
but as circumcifion, innocence, burut offerings and ſacrifices of 
the Law is ended in Chriſt , ſo is the Oaths which was among 
the Jews in him ended alſo to the believers, and by him for- 
bidden : for as it was faid in old time thou ſhalt ſwear, and 
ſhalt perform thy oath to the Lord j but Chriſt in the 5 of Mat. 
making mention of che Jews oath whichGod gave once directi- 
ons for, yet ſaith he ſwere not at all; here Chriſt puts an end 
not onely to frivolous and vain oaths, but to che true oaths 
which che Jews was once commanded of God to ſwear, for theſe 
oaths are they which Chrifts words hath relation to, for he 
came to end the Jews worſhips and oathes, who is the oath 
of God, Chriſt the truth and righteouſneſs of God faith 
eure not at all, which ends the Jews which was to ſwear in 
truth and righteouluels, 
7, Argument. | 

That which is approved byGod is lawful, but ſome (wearing 

is approved by GodgPſa! 63.41. every one that Iwearech by 
Gcdiball lorys nu, 
" Anſw. That Scripture Pfel. 63. 11. faith thus, but the King 
ſhall rejoyce in every one that ſweareth by him ſhall glory 
but the month of them that ſpeak lyes ſhall be fopped. This 
was ſpoken of David the Anoinred of God who was in that co- 
venant ofthe Law, wherein he might (weare in truth and 
righteouſneſs, that oath as the Lord liveth, andas my foul 
liverh; but there was ſome in that time, which if they uſed 
that Oath; che Lord liverh, ſurely, they ſweart fallly, 
Jer.<.2. 

But what is that to the Chriſtians under the new covenant 
who are under Chrifts command, who ſaith ſwear net at «ll, 
neither by that oath which David and the Jews ſwore by, nor 
any other cath , but if upon any occahon — were required 
to reſtifie their obedience whether they would be ſubject to 
ſuch, or ſuch thing theit anſwer was to be yea or nay, and to

keep there words, which is more then the hypocrites and bire- 
lung: Prieſts in theſe times bath done by there oatlis, for this 
we have had experience of, that ſuch as do now plead to 
ſwear for a thing, hath ſworn againſt the ſame thing & do now 
preach againſt that which they hevepreached for, ſo that they 
will preach, prey, or ſwear any thing for their bellie, and for 
fileby Lucrez and the cath which David was to (wear in truth 
and righteouſneſs whocalled Chriſt Lord, he that was Davids 
Lord & glory ſaith ſweer nat at all, who bach all power & . 

Again whereas Jebu Tombs inflanceth Abrebam, Iſuc . David, 
Solomon, Elijab,: Mica, Elia, the women of Fb, and Irai, 
Uria,and Samuel &c,their (wearing and entring into covenant 
to be examples for ſwearing. 

An. All theſe were under the firſt covenant, and was in that 
which Chriſt called che old time, Mt. 1. and proves nothing 
that Chriſtians in the new covenant ſhould ſwear, for although 
Abraham ſwore, and Solomon (wore, yet Chriſt which was before 
Abrabam and greater then Solomon, ſaith ſwear nt at all, and al. 
thoughDaevid (wore yet he was Davids Lord which ſaid ſwear not 
at all, and though the Angels (wore by him chat liveth for ever, 
yet Chriſt ante whom all che Angels al bow & worſhip, ſaith 
ſecar not at all, ſo that all cheſe arguments and Scriptures 
doth not prove that it is lawfull for the believers and Chriſti- 
ans to (wear at all, but it is Tombs ignorance in his applying 
Scripture in difobeying Chrifts command. 

Agpin to prove (wearing lawfull, Jobs Tombs faich that 
Faul put an oath on the Theſſdlonians, 1. les. a. which 
words are theſe, I charge you by the Lord that rhisEpittle be 
read unto all the holy — No ſaich Tombs the Greek 
word tranſlated | charge you by the Lord, is I pur the Lords 
gach on you, or (wear you that this Epiſtſe be read to all the 
holy bretheren, alike charge are 1, Ti. ö.

at liberty but ig fuch Arguments t Tomb: hath uſed, is mnaniteit 
the ignorance of fooliſh men, herein cheir folly appears to all 
men, as the Scripture ſaich, 2 Tim 9.

ſwear at all, the Jews (ware by the living God, but the Apoſtares 
by the book, v hich is not comparable to the Jews ſwearing.
